cent-Farm- -bureau 
meeting 
was 
founded in the main on past differ- 
'ences with the old .Janesville Com- 
mercial club. The suggestion of I*.

Kew Friendly Spirit. 
"However with the new Cham- 
ber of Commerce there is a new

provements such as the stock pa- 
vilion and a sales market. We have 
much aid from, the Janesville branch 
and combined several times to ad- 
vantage.

"The Belolt Chamber of Com- 
merce has aroused the ire of the 
farmers through several Instances of 
selfishness—especially the twin con- 
troversy. 
That is a different mat- 
ter than with the Janesville organl- 
ation. It is to be aflmlttea there is 
a certain 
suspicion among some 
farmers that the city man and his 
methods tread upon farm interests. 
That is why the farmer wants to 
conduct his own affairs. 
"However we

county welfare Is equally dependent

ceedings with a decided interest.

The case arises out of an accident

grounds. Connors was driving a gar- 
age car—which it Is said he had never 
driven 
before—and 
the 
machine

who was in the street. The complaint 
charged that Connors failed to stop, 
but speeded up his machine when the 
defendant knew he had injured 
the 


boy 
In the instructions to the jury, 


Judge Grimm advised that If the jury 
believed the defendant lost such con- 
trol of his actions through nervous- 
ness, he was to be found not guilty.

way is heartsick at the thought of the certain 
ruin that awaits the entire stand of redwoods 
unless sufficient funds are raised to buy the tim- 
ber lands along the road and turn them into a 
state or national park.

frequently in America by flimsy or prearrange 
excuses. Witnesses are far away or not to be had 
or on one pretext or another the accused person 
Is permitted to have freedom until the end Is ac 
complishcd and conviction fails by wearing ou 
the public.

In i|ts early stage cataract is Im- 


pci-fcpi1b!e to the ordinary observ- 
er, though readily detected by exam- 
ination of tlie interior of Ihe eye by 
the surgeon or oculist.
